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DETAILED ACTION 

Restart of previous office action 

This office action restarts the period for response. Arguments made of record 
have been re-considered and allowable subject matter indicated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 , 3-4, 6-8, 10-11,13,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Brattain et al in view of Nazem et al in further view of Lukose. 

Brattain et al discloses a method and system for disseminating real time 
information. Information as stock quotes is available from a provider of the information 
by a quote server (para 0046). A database is associated with the quote server (31 ). 

Brattain et al does not explicitly disclose: 

receiving the information from a provider of the information by a quote server; 

and, 
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determining if the information is being requested by a user and then sending the 
requested information to a contact server which distributes the information. 

Nazem et al discloses receiving the information from a provider of the information 
by a server (fig 2). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include 
receiving the information from a provider of the information by a quote server because 
Nazem et al discloses the need for information manipulations of a server (col 4, lines 
15-23). 

Lukose discloses determining if the information is being requested by a user and 
then sending the requested information to a contact server (fig 1) which distributes the 
information (para 0026, 0048, 0049). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include 
determining if the information is being requested by a user and then sending the 
requested information to a contact server which distributes the information to Brattain et 
al because Lukose teaches information distribution efficiency (para 0003, 0004). 

Information distribution efficiency is broadly taught by both references, which 
would lead one with ordinary skill in the art to look to Lukose to solve this problem. 
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Because both references are concerned with information distribution efficiency, they are 
considered analogous art. 

3. Claims 9, 12, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brattain et al in view of in view of Nazem in view of Lukose as 
applied to claims above, and further in view of Meyer et al. 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brattain et al in view of in view of Nazem in view of Lukose further in view of Meyer et 
al. 

Brattain et al in view of Lukose does not disclose tracking the history of each 
particular stock using the database. 

Meyer et al disclose tracking the history of each particular stock using the 
database (para 0038). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include tracking 
the history of each particular stock using the database to Brattain et al in view of Lukose 
because Meyer et al teaches such for educational purposes (para 0038).

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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 5, and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Allowable subject matter may require further review for applications in 
class 705 before a notice of allowance is mailed to applicant. The time period for review 
may vary from application to application.
